Australians Have Discovered That’ 
Whale Meat Is Edible 
Australia is beginning to realize 
that it has been passing up a valua- 
ble food resource by its failure to 
utlize whale meat, and Sydney stores 


‘are now displaying whale meat as a 


table delicacy for the first time. 
Reports from Antarctic indicating 
that Commander Richard Byrd was 
having large quantities of whale 
meat packed for use on his expedi- 
tion during the winter, played a part 
in awakening Australians to the fact 
that whalés” are” edinias 
Whales, although living in a“ wa- 
tery environment are not fish, but 
warm blooded mammals. The meat 
is red and has very much the same 
form and consistency of beef. The 
meat is not oily, as one would na- 
turally imagine, the oil being sep- 
arately contained in the great mass- 
es of blubber and connective tissues 
underlying the skin. What is look- 
ed upon commercially as the edible 
meat for human consumption is that 
taken from the vast muscles lping 
along each side of the whale’s tail.

Who Transit For Half Fare Rate 
British railways havé just raised 

the age at jvhich children will be car- 

ried at half fare from 12 to 14 years.

Fair Success Attends Recent Experi- 
. ments Carried On 
Bee-keeping is being given a trial 
at the Beaverlodge “Experimental 
Sub-stat aco-River Dis- 
trict... h pr Cl the bees 
will winter in good condition, but 
provision has to be made agains. 
spring dwindling, owing to protracted 
cold weather and a-lack of early nec- 
tar yielding plants. Packages of two 
pounds. each were imported in the 
spring from Alabama,, © These were 
hived on drawn foundation and did 
moderately well. The colonies: thus 
obtained, along with those wintered 
at the station, were handled during 
the season for extracted honey. 
According to the superintendent in 
his report for 1927, the. yield of 
honey amounted to 108 pounds per 
colony. The largest single colony, 
which began the season as a two- 
pound package shipped: in from the 
south, yielded 226 pounds for the 
season. The season of highest yield 
was in the month of August, when 
in one twenty-four hour period 12.5 
pounds of honey were gathered by a 
single colony. This was chiefly from 
sweet clover bloom which was the 
main honey crop at the station. 


New Cereal Introductions 

During the past three years the 
Cereal Division of the Dominion, De-

Another Arctic Trip Planned 


Captain Bartlett Will Use Tab-Like 
Ship To Explore Ice Fields 

There's a big job yet to be done in 
the Arctic, and Captain “Bob” Bart- 
lett, who has sailed the seas for 40 
years, been shipwrecked 12 times 
and seen four of his own ships sink, 
plans to do it. 

He 1s going to fit up,a ship, with 
enough beam so it is almost as wide 
as it is long, literally a tub, take it 
up into Bering Strait, let it freeze 
into the ice, and drift across the 
polar region into the Atlantic on the 
other side. ’ 

“The ship will be equipped,” hé 
said, “with large deck space fitted 
up for laboratories and oceano- 
graphic work. We'll have all sorts 
of instruments for determining the 
depth of the water, magnetic con- 
ditions, tidal currents and for mak- 
ing meteorological observations. 

“We can study weather condtions, 
find out where storms are born, learn 
about the aurora borealis, dredge for 
polaf flora amd fauna, and determine 
the ocean floor up there..'This will all
